Washington,

12—The senate 


committee on isthmian canals today 
authorized a favojreW report upon 
Senator Morgan's bill providing for 
the acquisition from Nicaragua and 
Costa Rica of a right of way via the 
Nicaraguan route. 


Senator Morgan later presented this 


biU to the senate. 


The senate today accepted the house 


resolution to adjourn from ,Dec. 19 to 
January 6 for th holidays. 


The friends and opponents alike of

If it becomes a law, its purpose, so far 
as its promoters go, will be ta furnish 
a basis subsequently for'the legislation 
which they really seek, but do not now 
find it expedient to ask for.. Mr. Frye 
has made no secret of bis dislike, rela- 
tively speaking, of his present bill, or of 
the fact that his aim in draf ling it was 
to secure something which would quiet 
the opposition of western Republicans 
in bouse and senate, and so make a 
start upon a course of subsidy legisla- 
tion. This bill would not be worth 
fighting much for unless its passage 
were to furnish effective leverage for 
more satisfactory measures later, "his, 
it is believed, it will do. 


The present bill excludes : 11 fore'gn 


built vessels from the benefits of the 
subsidy instead of admitting a certain 
number on the duplication of their 
tonnage in American yards, the foreign 
vessels to receive half rates in the sub- 
sidy disbursements. 


Now this strict limitation of the sub- 


sidy to American ships means that our 
foreign trade can grow no faster than 
the output or \ni«ri<»an shipyards per-

At tht Jill Awaiting tht AetlM •! the 


Grand Jury

There are but ten prisoners at the 


home of correction for th«-considera- 
tion of the grand jury next month, 


• and thia is the smallest number await 
ing action for the January sitting in 
the history of the institution. But f-ne 
Woman is on the list. The largest 
number of prisoner* held for the grand 
jury was 44, this being in July, 1896. 
The present 1 1st of prisoners and 
crimes for which they were bound over 
follows: 


Frederick Wilbur of Pownal, Vt., 


July 18, breaking and entering; Sam 
uel B. Smith, of New York, July 22, 
larceny; Albert Little of Adams, Au- 
gust 1, assault with intent to commit 
rape; Frederick N. Chatfield of Shef- 
field, August 10, r/sisting officer and 
assault and battery; John Freeman, 
colored, of Great Harrington, August 
28, manslaughter; Frank Bergeron of 
Adams, September 6, breaking and en 
tering and larceny of a horse; William 
H. Allen of Lee, October 23, burning a 
building; Ernest Gibgleotte of North 
Adams, Novembei 7, two charges of 
forgery; Osman Thayer of North Ad- 
ams, November 18, adultery; 
Nellie 


Bishop, of Woodford, Vermont, and 
North Adams, November 18, adultery. 


There are also casea for the consid 


eration of the grand jury of men who 
are cut on bail. 


Among the cases that will come up 


for trial without further grand jury 
action are two of interest in this city. 
James Buckley will be tried for non- 
eupport, he having appealed from a 
sentence November 19 in the local 
district court and has since been in 
jail. John M. Williams of this city 
will 
also be tried next month for 


breaking and escaping jail. Williams 
was captured three weeks after that 
and was indicted by the grand jury, 
in July. He was a "trusty' at the jail 
worked about the grounds, but failed 
to appear for breakfast June 19 last, 
and was finaj'y located by a letter 
which he had sent to his wife.

pends on its" proper pruning when young. 
When first planted, the top should be well 
cut back to. one straight stem, if of one 
season's growth, as this will proportion 
the stem to the sap gathering capacity of 
the mutilated foots. '

By special act, the American o wn- 
ers of the foreign built City of Paris and 
City of New York were allowed an 
American registry on these vessels on 
condition of constructing two similar 
ones in American yards. This they did. 
The new Frye bill, by increasing the 
postal subsidy rates, may be more ef- 
fective. 


The interesting feature of the present 


legislative situation is to watch how 
rapidly the western dissenters of the 
last congress warm up toward a bill 
which concedes so much to them as to 
make the real friends of the idea half- 
hearted, did they not see in its present 
application some entering wedge pos- 
sibilities.

Upon Main Features ol Political 
Controversies— Dissatisfaction With 
Committee Assignments 


Washington, Dec. 12.— The Demo- 


cratic senators jesterday held their 
first caucus of the present session. Its 
purpose was to consider committee as- 
signments, but the occasion was more 
than ordinarily significant! because of 
the general attemdance upon the caucus. 
All the senators elected as Democrats, 
with the exception of Senator McLaurin 
of South Carolina, were present, as w^re 
all the senators who were elected as 
Silver Republicans or Populists. All 1 he 
independents, except Senator Teller of 
Colorado, had entered the Democratic 
caucus held just before the adjournment 
last March, but Senator Teller then re- 
mained away. He was present, how- 
ever, at yesterday's conference and par- 
ticipated in the proceedings. 


The caucus wae called at the instance 


of Senator Jones of Arkansas, who 
stated *hat he had thought it possible 
that the new senators! might want to 
make some change in the officers of iue 
caticus. There was, however, a general 
expression of satisfaction with the pres- 
ent officials and Senator Jones was re- 
elected unanimously chairman of the 
caucus. The old committee on order of 
business also was renppointed and the 
one vacancy on that committee was 
filled by the selection of Senator Dubols 
of Idaho, who was the choice of all the 
western members of the caucus. 


During the proceedings Senator Till- 


man suggested that there should befie- 
quent conferences and a continued ctf ort 
to agree upon the main features of all 
political controversies. There was a 
quite general response to this suggestion 
and the opinion was fairty unanimous 
that the party should present a united 
front, permitting no more straggling 
than was absolutely necessary. 


Senator Jones presented a statement 


from the Republican committee on com- 
mittees. outlining its wishes as to the 
committee assignments, from which it 
appeared that the Heublicans were 
anxious to increase 
the Repijjblican 


membership of several committ-?* and 
to decrease the Democratic ineinbrisinp 
of a few of tbe cdm mitt <?£•=. The most 
important change suggested by iham 
was that the Republican^ s-houM be al- 
lowed to add one meinbfi to their side 
of the committee on commerce, while 
Democrats should agree to surrender 
one of the places on that committee held 
by them.

PICK UP USEFUL TRICKS, 


Animals I/earn to Do Thing* 


Sei've Their Pnrposes. 


"Aniuiali show great aptitude in learn- 


ing things that are of peculiar interest to 
them in the gtruggle for existence," said a 
gentleman from one of the nearby par- 
ishes, "and I have been, very much amus- 
ed at times at the little things they do in 
an effort to comfort themselves and to 
make life's burden as light as possible. 
They are very astute at times. 


"We have an old bay horse -which is 


an expert when it conies to slipping the 
bridle, and even since we have discovered 
his peculiar trick it is almost impossible 
to keep him hitched on account of the 
proficiency he has acquired by long prac- 
tice. He is one of the best natured horses 
I ever sa-w, and it is the easiest thing in 
the world to catch him. Really, he will 
meet you half way in the pasture if he 
thinks yon are coming after him. He 
probably does this because h» delights in 
slipping the bridle and getting away from 
you and probably causing you to walk 
several miles after sunset.

Kitchener Tells of Shooting

To Hid* Traces of Movements of Com- 


mandos— Broderick Says England 


WM1 Soon Be Compelled to Cease 
Treating the Enemy as Belligerents 


London, Dee. 12.—-Lord Kitchener's 


statement specifying 37 separate jn- 
stances in which natives have been shot 
by the Boers, and which involves the 
loss of 84 lives, was issued by the war 
office Isst night. 
In some of the cases 


mentioned the blacks were shot atter 
Bn informal court martial, or upon be- 
ing accused of spying, but in some in- 
stances Lord Kitchener indicates the 
natives were shot in cola blood in order 
to hide traces ot the movements of the 
Boer commandos. The period covered 
by Lord Kitchener's statement i? over 
one year. 


Speaking at Glasgow last night Sec- 


retary of War Brodrick referred to 
Lord Kitchener's report onthef>hootiu§ 
of blacks by the Boers. Mr. Brodrl<;k 
said this report made it perfectly clear 
that these murders we^c not com- 
mitted in moments of passion, but were 
part of an organized system to cover 
the tracks of the enemy and to prevent 
possible information of their where- 
abouts. 


Dealing with present aspects of the 


war, Mr. Brodrick said the Boers Lad 
accepted parole and broken it and there 
would be no repetition of such actions. 
Within recent weeks, he said, Boor 
commanders had shown less regard for 
the laws of war than up to the present 
time, and that the?e bandits would be- 
fore long reach a crisis when they could 
no longer bo treated as belligerents. 


The speaker said the government wt s 


for no half measure in securing a set- 
tlement and tha.t&ay fresh negotiations 
must eraenate from the Boers. 


Mr. Brodrick confirmed the govern- 


ment's decision, already announced, to 
break up the unhealthy concentration 
camps aud remove the overflow of <_on- 
centrados to the coasts, where attempts 
would be made to provide them with 
more permanent shelters. 


"N7ow that General Ian Hamilton is 


here," cables the Pretoria correspon- 
dent of Tbe Daily Telegraph, "Lord 
Kitchener has personally taken the 
field and is directing the movements of 
the troops." 


A correspondent of The Standard, 


wiring from Brussels, says he hears that 
confidential negotiations are imminent 
between Great Britain and Holland 
which are not unlikely to result in an 
arrangement to bring Boer women and 
children to Holland. 


NEW YORK PAWNSHOPS. 


The Police Keep Tab on the Cn«toni" 


ere "Who Uee Them. 


Perhaps the person who happens to be 


temporarily "hard up"—and who isn't 
sometimes—and who goes into a pawn- 
shop, glides into one of the stalls and 
"softke" his watch, for a day or perhaps 
two, 
fancies that nobody will know any- 


thing about it. 


That person will be wrong. There has 


been n gieat doa! more to it than that. 
His name and" address will have been re- 
ported to police heatlauarters and regis- 
tered there, together-with the number of 
his watch, and all this will he on record 
in black and white, not only for the pres- 
ent generation, but for posterity. 


Incidentally, it will probably surprise 


the general reader to learn how many 
watobe* are pawned in New York in the 
course of a year. As a matter of record, 
there are considerably more than 1,000,- 
000 watches entered in pawn at the va- 
rious licensed shops in this city in the 
conrt* of a twelvemonth. 


Of course these sre not 1,000,000 dif- 


ferent watches, for a good many of them 
are realized upon and taken out several 
times. The number pawned, too varies 
from month to month, but on an -iveraga 
there are quite fully 100,000 cKPVrait en- 
tries monthly for pawned wau*ie? ie- 
ported to polka headquarters and there 
filed away for future reference. 


The reason for the entry of the 


watches, with their numbers and the 
names and addresses of their owners, is 
that a means may be provided for the 
tracing and recovery of articles that 
have been either stolen from or lost by 
their original owners. Every morning 
each pawnbroker in the city goes to the 
nearest police station and there reports 
his pledges of the day before. 


In the case of watches—and the same 


rule applies to typewriters and bicycles— 
the last three numbers of the article are 
written down on a card, which is filed 
away. The complete number is also en- 
tered, but only the last three figures 
count in the filing away process. If the 
number of the watch, for instance, is 
265,784, the card will be put in the 734 
box. 


Here is an illustration of the working 


of the system: Suppose it la reported to 
police headquarters that a watch the 
last three numbers of which are 784 has 
been pawnod. This report is put ia the 
box with all the 784 cards. The next day 
the report may be received that a watch 
numbered 2(55,784 has been pawned. 
Bos No. T84 is looked into, and if the 
stolen watch is nnmbered 263,784 all 
there is to i* dona ia to go and get it-

th State street crossing question one 
of the main points of his campaign. 
Although cautiously trying to avoid 
committling himself to i\ny definite 
position on this matter, he would con- 
vey the impression that this is the 
first time the abolishment 
of 
the 


grade crossing has ever been serious- 
ly considered. 


Mayor "Wilkinson has reviewed the 


facts in the case, that the matter has 
been given careful investigation by 
leading engineers and by city officials. 
Mr. Mack asserts that he has studied 
the question for three years. If he 
has done so, his study has been re- 
markably profitless or else he is now 
studying to hide facts that the real 
investigations 
have shown. He is 


loudly calling for an investigation of 
an importatnt problem without mak- 
ing any use of the vast amount of 
study that has already been given it 
by experts. 


His efforts to make campaign capi- 


tal out of half-truths or total ignor 
ance of facts was* never more clearly 
shown than in his aiscussion of this 
grade crossing. 


He has spent much time and many 


words in trying to make light of the 
gieat objections to the carrying of 
State street over the tracks, without 
recognizing what three years of study 
should have taught, that this is only 
one of three plans that have been-con- 
sidered by skilled engineers, and the 
least practical of the three. In fact, 
it was discarded by all the investi- 
gators almost from the first because 
of its many serious objections. 


The grade crossing investigations 


have been conducted on three distinct 
and separate propositions. 
The first 


was for a direct crossing, one that 
would preserve the present direct line 
of the street. 


The depression of the street so as to 


pass under the railroad tracks was 
impossible because of 'the river. 


The raising of the railroad tracks 


would mean a change of grade for 
more than a mile in either direction, 
the "building of a new depot and the 
establishment of an almost impossible 
grade from the west. But those1 ob- 
jections need n<»t count because of the 
greater difficulties presented 
by the 


little tunnel. The roof of that pas- 
sageway would have to be cut out, 
High street would be closed entirely, 
which would cut off the present outlet 
of a large and growing section, prop- 
erty damages would be very great— 
and when it was all done we would 
find that we had simply abolished one 
grade crossing to establish another 


/ 
n 
and still more dangerous one on West 
Main street. 


To raise the street and carry it over 


the tracks by a bridge would mean 
that the grade would have to be so 
great that the cost of trucking all 
kinds of freight to and from the Bos- 
ton & Maine freight depot would be 
greatly increased. This has been in- 
vestigated so carefully that the opin- 
ions of teamsters have been obtained, 
and the unanimous and 
most em- 


phatic reply was that in preference to 
such a crossing they would prefer the 
delays of any present grade crossing, 
as Furnace street, 
to the elevated 


roadway and would use it if it were 
open. 
Such 
an 
elevated 
crossing 


would hamper the growth of the city 
because the cost of trucking freight 
Would hinder the 
establishment of 


new industries here. 


It would also be very unacceptable 


to the people of- the section south of 
the railroad, and wouJd prove a hin- 
drance to the development of that 
part of the city. Those who have 
bought property tflieire are entitled, 
when this matter Is settled, to a prac- 
tically level road, or one of very easy 
grades. 


The second proposition was for the 


building of a long bridge from Morris 
street in front of the city hall to State 
street below the crossing. This would 
enable a crossing at easy grades, but 
because .Bank street could never take 
care of the traffic- that would come 
over such a bridge, the route would 
be so indirect that the majority of the 
teamsters would very soon come to 
use the present grade crossing, Which 
would have to be left open, in prefer- 
ance to the new bridge. Little favor 
for this route was • found, though a 
very elaborate plan was laid out. 


The third proposition was more rea- 


sonable and practicable than either of 
the others, but would be very expen- 
sive and presents many problems, the 
chief objection of present concern to 
tins city being the distance to which 
the passenger station would have to 
be moved from Main street. 


This is to have the railroad strike 


across the meadows soon after leav- 
ing Hoosac tunnel and continue,in a 
direction 
to reach and cross State 


street far enough below the present 
crossing to escape any difficulty from 


th* nver. After crossing State street 
the tracks would have to continue on 
the west side of the street to the en- 
trance to the little tunneL 


This would mean the building of two 


miles of double track road for the 
Boston & Maine at a high elevation 
above the land over which it would 
pass, several railroad bridges, new 
tracks and terminal for the Beaton & 
Albany, new freight yards, freight 
houses and engine houses for both 
roads, a new passenger station and 
an endless amount of litigation that 
might easily cost a very great sum: 
and when it was all done the passen- 
ger station would be removed to what 
would be at the present stage of the 
city's growth too great a distance 
from Main street. 


The most feasible plan of the three 


presents a prospect of expenditures 
and problems in other directions that 
would v.en make a careful man hesi- 
tate, fcad he studied it intelligently 
for three years, even though looking 
for a campaign issue. 


It is easy to shout "Let's abolish 


grade crossings.'*' 
But 
those 
w!»o 


have studied the local situation with 
Hie welfare and future development of 
North Adams in view rather than a 
tenderly nursed mayoralty boom have 
discovered that a grade crossing pro- 
te'cted from undermining by the Hoo- 
sac river, and limited in the way of 
overhead operations by the foot of the 
little tunnel, presents abundant excuse 
for delay. 
It is the toughest grade 


crossing problem in the state. 


Mr. Mack calls for investigation. It 


-.vould be in order if it were not true 
that investigation had already been 
made. 


Is the entertaining Mr. Mack pre- 


suming upon the ignorance of the peo 
pie of North Adams, 
or have 
his 


three years efforts been so poorly di- 
rected that he is -himself ignorant of 
what everyone else knows?

Dlda't Wa»t to Borrow For Tea la- 
stead of Five Year*—A Pratt That 
Qaeerly We»t JUtray. 
"One of the best bank stories I erer 


heard or read," said the assistant cashier 
of the Capital National bank, "was re- 
lated by Governor J. Hoge Tyler of Vir- 
ginia in an address of welcome made to 
the American Bankers' association in aa 
annual convention at Richmond, Va., 
Oct. 2,1900. As I remember it, the story 
went about like this: Soon after-the war, 
when banking rates, or discount rates, 
were high, an old country friend in one of 
the southwest counties, a farmer, went 
to the bank to secure a loan of $1,000 for 
five years. Of course this made the man 
behind the grating open bis eyes and look 
at him with wonder and astonishment, 
and the farmer was told that they could 
not make provision for such a loan as 
that unless they had the most satisfac- 
tory collateral that could be obtained. 


"The old fellow asked, 'Collot what?1 
" 'Collateral,' the banker answered. 
" 'Well, what is that?' the farmer ask- 


ed. 


"The banker went on to describe the 


stocks and bonds and securities that are 
meant by the term collateral. The old 
farmer said: 'Well, if I had those things 
I wouldn't want any money. They are 
better than money,' he said. 


- 'Well,' said the baiker, 'you can't get 


the money unless you succeed hi getting 
some of those collaterals, and then we 
might discount your note.' 


"Well, the fanner succeeded in getting 


some collateral and in getting some per- 
sonal indorsements, and also in getting 
his own name upon the paper and his 
wife's as well, and obtained mortgages 
on everything he had. He came and 
dumped his collateral down on the bank- 
er's desk. They were satisfactory, and 
the cashier made out his note for him for 
$1,000 and told him to sign it, which the 
farmer did. After signing the note he 
passed it over. Then the cashier count- 
ed him out $287.52. 
The old farmer, 


ejaculated, 'Come on.' 
" 'No, sir,' said the cashier; 'that is all 


you can get on a note of $1,000 for five 
years at our present rate of discount.' 
" 'Dis what?' said the farmer. 
" 'Discount,' said the cashier. "That is 


all you can get.' ' 
" 'What do you mean? said the 


fanner. 
" 'Why,' said the cashier, 'we take off 


the discount for the first four months 
a£d the next four months, and so on, 
and then at the end of five years your 
note will only make $281.52.' 
" 'I am glad I did not ask you to lend 


me that money for ten years,' ejaculated 
the farmer, 'or you would have had me 


I fa debt, and I would have to pay you 
, something for asking you to lend it to 


me.'" 


"Wb^en I was banking In Sullivan, 


Ir.d., some years ago," said the president 
of a national bank, "I had a singular ex- 
perience. I always locate my stories on 
the banks of the Wabash so that people 
can't tell whether I am 'stretching it' or 
not. One day a rustic looking fellow 
came into the .bank and handed me a 


j draft on NeV York made out, we will 
1 eay, to John Bell. I was not exactly cer- 


tain that I knew tne man, but his ap- 
pearance was in his favor, and I cashed 
the draft. He could not write, so I had 
him make bis mark. The draft was for- 
warded to New York for collection, and 
in about a week or ten days it came back 


• to us with the statement that the in- 


dorsement-on the back was a forgery. 
The letter from the New York bank that 
accompanied the draft said 'John Bell, 
the man for whom this draft was in- 
tended, is a traveling representative for 
a local patent medicine house, and, while 
he admits that he was in the town of 
Sullivan on the day the draft was cash- 
ed, he declares that he did not get the 
money. Bell farther says that he can 
lead and w$itp very well.' 
"I sent for the farmer, whose name 


was John Bell also, to come to the bank," 
continued Mr. Wilson, "and when he came 
I showed htm the draft and the letter 
from the New York bank and asked him 
how it came about that he cashed that 
draft, which was intended for another 
man of the same name. 'Well,' he said, 
Til tell you how it was. There was a 
feller in our neighborhood a couple of 
weeks ago selling tickets in a lottery for 
a dollar apiece, and I bought one of them 
tickets. When I came to town the other 
day, I went to the postoffice to get my 
mail and they handed me a letter with 
that there draft in it. I Jest supposed it 
was returns from my lottery ticket, and 
eo I brought the* draft to you and got the 
money on it.' 


"I could tell by the old man's face and 


manner that he was telling the truth, and 
I took bis note for the amount of the 
draft, which be had spent in the mean- 
time, and fixed tbe matter up that way. 
He paid the note, too, eventually." 


"When I nued to work in the Meridian 


National bank, which was afterward 
absorbed by the Merchants'," said an- 
. other bank official, "I relieved Albert 
Kopp, tbe paying teller, one day during 
the noon hoar while he went to lunch. 
An old farmer came up to the counter 
with a check for a hundred and some odd 
dollars that he bad received in pay- 
ment for some bogs he bad brought to the 
city and sold. I looked at tbe name of 
tbe payee written on the face of the 
theck and thesc.at the man before me and 
said, 'I don't snow yon, my friend; you 
Will have to be identified." He gave me 
an innocent stare of surprise and, reach- 
ing into bis pocket, said, *How much will 
that cost, mister?'" 


"Way back in 1876, when the civil war 


revenue tax was still in force," said a 
bank official, "a country depositor came 
into onr bank at Sullivan and asked me 
for some stamps, saying be expected to 
iiave use for them pretty soon. 'What 
denomination?' I asked. 'Waul,' he re- 
plied, 'I am a Methodist now, bnt my 
Aimily's all Baptists.' He had evidently 
never beard 'the word denomination used 
in any connection other than religious."— 
Indianapolis Journal.

the 


thumb of th« hand thrown to my h&ad. 


"I was dlazed and frightened and 


ran to a door hid behind it and scream, 
ed and cried for help. There was a 
dim light in the sleeping room coming 
from a light burlng low in an adjoin 
ing room. 
"In response to my cries and screams 
my wofa came from another room 
which she ocupjed as <a sleeping room 
She was dressed or partly go, I tried 
to have her go for assistance to the 
house of Otis Field, our nearest neigh 
bor who lived a quarter of a mile 
away. She said she was afraid to go 
in the night.I was able to put on some 
clothing and started for the house of 
Mr. Field, I found the door to my 
hous« as I went out. I went to Mr. 
Fields house.

It was there that Dr. Canedy found 


the man when he reached there at 2 
o'clock In the morning. After dressing 
the -wounds Dr. Canedy (took the 
man 
into his sleigh and drove him 


back to his Bouse. Graziano said that 
as he was likely to die he wished to 
die in his own home. 


"When the men reached the Graz 


iano house and Grajlano had been 
made as comfortable as possible, Dr. 
Canedy talked with the woman- She 
speaks but Httle English. AH that the 
medical examiner could get from her 
was that she knew nothing of the 
shooting-.

Were Well Knows Hero 


The townspeople speak favorably of 


Graziano. He has lived in the neigh- 
borhood for years, has always been 
peaceable and quiet, has accumulated 
property, and is known as a good 
citizen. He was employed as a sec- 
tion hand on the Fitchburg railroad 
for a long time, and is well known in 
this city, where he has been a fre- 
quent visitor. 


The woman formerly lived here. She 


was married while living in Southern 
Italy. 
Her husband 
deserted her, 


came *o America and she has never 
seen him since. 


Whr ine Woman It Inspected 


Thus far there is nothing to show 


that there were other persons In the 
house aside from the man, woman 
and the two children. It is believed 
that the woman, determined to take 
the life of Graziano while he was 
asleep in bed, fired both shots, and 
while he was going to the house of 
Otis Field wrapped the revolver in a 
cloth, where It was found in the morn 
ing by Medical Examiner Canedy.

health. In fact, you might arraign al 
clothing with a good deal of common sense 
and consistency. 
"la the first place, we breathe through 


our bodies just as .rujy as we breathe 
through our nostrils. Yon may prove this 
by varnishing a man's body. Not all the 
work his lungs can do will keep him from 
smothering to death. Then, just to the 
extent that clothing interferes with the 
functions of the skin, to that extent it is 
detrimental. 


"Among all the murderous forms ol 


dress underclothing takes the lead, and o: 
this cotton and linen garments are the 
chief offenders. 
The cotton shirt espe- 


cially is a vicious tiling. When it has be- 
come damp from perspiration, it is virtu 
ally airtight, and a draft striking it con- 
verts it into a cold storage lining, which 
could not be better designed for pneumo- 
nia. A garment of genuine wool takes up 
this perspiration and the warmth of the 
body under it evaporates the moisture. 
" 'Flannelette' in this category of un- 


derwear is especially v'cious. There may 
be no thread of wool in it, and the care- 
ful combing out of the inner cotton fibers 
of the garment makes only a still further 
receptacle for clammy moisture from the 
body.

PAUL JONES AND TKE DUCHESS. 


file Great Captain Was Hot to Be 


Outdone In French Courtesy. 


The Duchess of Chartres was an enthu- 


tiast in the cause of American liberty and 
a warm friend of its great naval cham- 
pion Paul Jones, whom she nicknamed 
,the "Untitled Knight of the Sea." 
The 


duchess was a royal princess and a very 
great lady, and Captain Jones was a 
sailor, self educated, and the son of a 
Scotch gardener, but in tie-exchange of 
gifts and compliments which, according 
to the custom of the day in France, at- 
tended their friendship he was not to be 
outshone. 


At a luncheon which she gave just be- 


fore he sailed from Trance in the Ranger 
on that famous cruise of his which car- 
ried the war to the very shore of Britain 
it was the good fortune of Paul Jones to 
share ia a conversation touching a French 
naval engagement in which the grandfa- 
ther of the duchess had borne a conspic- 
uous part and to defend and explain his 
maneuvers on that occasion, showing a 
knowledge of every ship and every cap- 
tain engaged and winning on the spot the 
ardent personal adherence of lime. De 
Chartres. 


At the close of the feast she presented 


to him a valuable watch which had been 
her grandfather's. Taken by surprise, 
the American captain nevertheless ac- 
cepted it with a grace that charmed the 
courtly company, promising that in re- 
turn, if fortune favored him, he would 
some day "lay an English frigate at her 
feet" 


It was a daring boast, but in A. C. 


Buells* biography of Paul Jones it is re- 
lated how he kept it. Within two years 
occurred the marvelous victory of the 
Bonhomme Richard over the Serapis, 
concerning which the victor wrote the 
duchess a letter, ending, "The enemy sur- 
rendered at thirty-five minutes past 10 p. 
m. by your watch, which I consult only 
to fix the moment of victory." 


That was a phrase to delight a society 


that reveled in pretty phrases, and the 
duchess was amply satisfied. When Paul 
Jones reached Paris, she gave a grand 
banquet in his honor. Just before it end- 
ed he reminded her of her gift and his 
promise. A servant was sent to his room 
and returned with a long leather case, 
which the duchets took amid the excla- 
mations and eager curiosity of the com- 
pany.

ther all lung troubles. Under the shoul 
der blades a man's lungs are much nearer 
to the surface than they are in front and 
much more likely to be attacked by con- 
gestions that follow cold. If men had a 
proper regard for health, they would in- 
sist that their tailors make their vests of 
the same material all the way around. 


"The ordinary silk muffler is a particu- 


larly vicious thing. It may keeP one'8 
eollar clean, but likewise it may send one 
to a place where collars are not needed. 
Muffling the throat at best is certain to 
advance the possibility of throat and lung 
affections. The muffler is something that 
is easily forgotten, and for a inan who is 
used to it to go out without it between 
Nov. 1 and April 1 is to invite an almost 
certain inflammatory attack in the throat 
or lungs. Indeed, no matter how careful- 
ly one may seek to drop the thing in the 
spring, it nearly always gives him at least 
a parting cold. 


"Footwear always has been detrimental 


to the general health. No portion of the 
body is more exacting 'in the matter of 
free pores than the feet, yet they are cov- 
ered often in cheap stockings, colored 
with poisonous dyes, and then covered 
into tight, pointed toed shoes that squeeze 
them out of all semblance to a natural 
foot The inside line of the feet, which 
should be perfectly straight, becomes 
crooked around an enlarged Jjoint. Jhe_big 
toe Is turned in, and half o| ftie natural 
functions of the feet are strangled. Then 
when a rubber sandal— or, worse, an arc- 
tic overshoe— is drawn on the foot the 
work is complete. 


"Garters as worn by both men and wo- 


men are bad. By compressing the veins 
of the leg above or below the knee they 
hinder the return of the blood to the heart 
and lungs, and at times this .congestion is 
such as to congeal the Mood In the limbs, 
with fatal results. Such garters at the 
best are conducive to varicose veins, and 
at all times they tend to cold feet 
The 


wise person who would hold up his stock- 
ings uses the suspender garter, hanging 
from the woist 
, 


"The ordinary suspender, on the face 


of things, should be quite harmless, but it 
isn't If the braces are narrow and or 
inferior rubber, they often induce de- 
formities in the back and shoulders of the 
young. They may prevent a free expan- 
sion of the chest, and if one's back is 
weak they tend to bring about spinal cur- 
vatures. You may get a suggestion of 
the hampering effect of suspenders in gen- 
eral by attempting some active out of 
door exercise. You hare to throw your 
suspenders off your shoulders for the 
necessary freedom. 


"Even the stiff bat has a hard reputa- 


tion;- by compressing the blood vessels sup- 
plying nutriment to the hair this blood 
supply is cut off and baldness is one of 
the results. 


"To a man working at a desk a high 


collar may affect the eyesight or bring 
about stooped shoulders. If the man in- 
sists upon sitting up straight at his work, 
he has to look down at the, pen or book at 
inch an angle as to strain bis eyes; if ho 
stoops over, his spinal column may be 
bent permanently out of sbape. In any 
case, too. the collar interferes with tho 
supply of blood to the brain. 


"The ordinary shirt cuff is one of the 


most murderous of all man's apparel. 
Our grandmother^ knew something when 
they knitted the yarn wrlsters of fifty* 
years ago. A pair of them was worth more 
than an overcoat pulled on over starched 
cuffs. The wrist is the most susceptible 
part of the body to cold, and the flaring 
cuff inv%>s every blast of winter, chilling 
all the blood in the body in a few min- 
utes. The cuff is a good thing in hot 
weather, bet a menace to health in win- 
ter. 


"The j;!ove in cold weather, too, is a 


vicious interfcrer jn the circulatory sys- 
tem. 
A man's fingers will freeze in a 


glove twice ns quick as they will uncov- 
ered, all because the pressure prevents 
circulation. For warmth a kid mitten, 
fleece lined, Is the only sensible hand'cov-

Small Balance of Year's Appro* 


priation Is Left. The Ceme- 


teries. City Physician's 


Report 


City Almoner Ingraham submitted 


his annual report to the mayor yes 
terday afternoon, covering the -nork 
of the city almoner and commissioner 
of public burial places. 


The city almoner's department has 


expended $8130.54 of the appropriation 
of $8500, leaving a balance of $396.46. 
The report includes the u&ual statis 
tics of the number aid^d with the 
statement that the expense for th« out 
side poor, as they are called, has been 
a trifl6 higher than last year, while the 
number of insane to be cared for is 
increasing. 


The feature of most interest in the 


report, however, is in connection- with 
those who require only temporary aid 
or partial support, in which the cur 
rent discussion concerning the whip 
ping post for wife-deserters receives 
some attention. Mention is made of 
the large number who require par- 
tial support, but who can be thus aided 
more economically than they can be 
cared for at the almshouse. Continu 
ing the reports says: 
' "Another 
class which comprises 


quite a large number and requires 
considerable investigation are families 
where the father is either yi jail or 
has desertea them. 
For the latter, 


we would recommend the whipping 
post in most cases, but not in all. 
Hardly a week goes by but some com 
plaint is made against a husband for 
brutal treatment 
or 
desertion. 
In 


most cases, if it comes before the 
court, the wife retracts her complaint 
and sometimes admits it is her own 
fault instead stf her hustwmd'iS> in 
order to shield him. This class of peo 
pie we have little or no sympathy for. 
But as it is steadily growing we be 
lieve that unless some steps are soon 
taken in our marriage laws, to pre~- 
vent some of these marriages, we will 
have a class of paupers which it will 
soon be a burden to support. 


"Sentencing these criminals to jail 


does not seem to be anyKpunishment, 
for most of them have, been there be- 
fore. And to gain snug quarters for 
the winter months Is more of a luxury 
for some than a punishment. 
The 


children and mothers are the oneg 
that suffer instead. Right hpre I wish 
to again thank the many contributors 
of clothing, who have enabled me to 
provide for many people who are un- 
able to secure it in any oeber way. I 
a'so wish to thank the pastors of all 
denominations and their helpers who 
have so cordially* co-operated with me 
in this work of charity among the 
poor. As many persons apply here for 
all kinds of ordinary work,1*! wouM be 
pleased if when the 
eiWSens 
have 


work for them to do they would notify 
and great good could he done them 
would.be the best kind of assistance, 
this office, as I am satisfied work 
along these lines." 


Under the head of those receiving 


full support, the report says that 41 
persons have been provided for at the 
almshouse during the year. Of these, 
20 have been there during the entire 
year, while the shortest period of any 
was two days. Three have died there 
during the year, and 29 remain there 
now. 
All are happy and say they 


never had better homes in their lives. 
Th» work af the superintendent is 
praised, and mention is made of sev- 
eral minor improvements. The almo 
ner recommends that city water be 
extended to the city farm, or that a 
portion of the pipe needed to accom- 
plish this be laid every year until it 
fe completed. 
Recommendation is 


also made that electric lights be sub 
stituted for the kerosene lamps now 
used, which are a source of danger, 
especially in the absence of means for 
fighting flere. 


Tables 
accompanying the 
report 


show that of the families aided dur- 
ing the year 55 had settlements here, 
20 had settlements elsewhere, and 18 
had no settlements. 
Of the persons 


aided, 245 had settlements here, 102 
elsewhere, and 122 none. During the 
year 21 persons were aided at the 
hospital, 24 at the Northampton in- 
sane asylum, nine in other institutions 
and four children were boarded in pri 
vate families. The whole number aid 
ed was 303. 


The cemetery reports show the fol 


lowing figures: 


Appropriation for Hillside cemetery, 


§2000; expenditures, $2241.89; receipts, 
$947.87. 


Appropriation for Southview, $2500; 


expenditures, $2840.98; receipts, $2978.- 
2.-. The net cost of care for both cem« 
teries \vas$1151.75. 


The care of Hillsidgwas made much 


mare expensive than usual by the 
heavy storms^ which washed the walks 
and drives badly, whi^e the roof of the 
vault had to be repaired at consider- 
able expense. 


At Southview during the year there 


had bsen n.aarly completed a plot 
which 
will provide for 142 lots at an 


average price of $75 each. 
The in- 


come from the sale of lots was larger 
than during any previous year, and 
as the expense of caring for these lots 
had to be met out of the appropria- 
tion, it was necessarily overdrawn. 
This report recommends that water 
pipes be laid to the new part, and 
adds "As our city increases in popu- 
lation and more lots are occupied our 
expenses will necessarily be greater 
and soon our appropriation will have 
to be increased. 


The report of City Physician Mil- 


lard was also presented to the mayor 
yesterdsv. During the year he made 
38 visits to th« city farm, 150 to out- 
side poor, 200 to state charges and the 
poor of other towns, and 10 to the 
police station, a total of 443. There 
have been 20 visits at the office, two 
births and 11 deaths. 
The plan of 


making weekly visits \o the city j 
farm haa been found very beneficial. 


An Old Offender Succeeds in Mfving 


fhe Heart of Judge Ptwlps 


Patrick J. Michaels, whose relations 


to the police have become complicated 
through unrestrained indulgence, was 
found guilty of drunkenness 
again 


this morning, but after listening to a 
long and eloquent plea by the prisoner 
the judge was inclined to be lenient 
and continued the case one week for 
sentence. 


Officer Smith, who arrested Michaels 


on Center street about 7 o'clock Tues- 
day evening, testified as to his con- 
dition, and Captain Jones said that a 
complaint from Michaels' home had 
been received at the station not half 
an hour before he -\vas arrested. Mi- 
chaels listened to the testimony of 
the officers critically and when they 
had finished questioned them with al- 
most a profsssional manner. He then 
took the stand himself and delivered 
an emphatic address" to the court in 
his own behalf, rehearsing the cir- 
cumstances of his past life at some 
length, and proclaiming that a taste 
for liquor was his misfortune and 
drunkenness his only fault. 


"Judge, your honor" he" concluded, 


"I wasn't drunk Tuesday night. It's 
got go now that I can't walk along the 
street without being arrested. Judge, 
your Honor, it ain't fair to keep me 
in jail all my life. I don't get a 
chance to do anything. Now I think 
I've seen enough of jail. I've got a 
good job in the mill and want to keep 
it, I want to go to housekeeping again 
My wife was going t° get a divorce, 
but we've fixed it up again and she 
is willing to ceme back and live with 
me. Judge, your Honor, if you'll give 
me a chance I'll take the pledge, live 
like a. man, and never get into court 
again." 


Drunkenness was the only crime in 


the calendar represented this morn- 
ing. 
Besides Michaels, 
there were 


four others. One was John P. Savage 
an honest blacksmith 
from 
Charle- 


xnont who, according to his own story 
came to the city yesterday, got into 
the hands of a bunco steerer, was 
flimflammed out of $5, and wound up 
his adventures in the police station. 
As he has a good sized family to pro 
vide for, the Judge continued his case, 
and he was told to go back home and 
stay there. Of the o^her offenders one 
was placed on probation? one had his 
case continued and a continued case 
was filed away.
